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TO THE CITIZENS OF HOPEDALE: 


In accordance with its duty, as provided in the town by-laws, the Finance 
Committee has given careful consideration to all Articles in the Town Warrant 
involving the expenditure of money and presents herewith its recommendations. 
Your committee has met with all departments and various town officials in arriv- 
ing at its determinations. 


The only exception to the above is in reference to Article ##1 which asks the 
town’s people to vote on a tax reform resolution. The town of Hopedale’s by-laws 
direct the Finance Committee to make recommendations on Articles pertaining 
only to money. However, in this instance, we took the liberty to unanimously 
endorse the tax reform resolution. 


You will notice that this report is different as compared to last year’s report 
in that we did not attempt to present to you a condensed summary of the tax 
determination for fiscal year 1976. We felt that in the absence of reliable estimates 
of monies received such as Cherry Sheet figures, Overlay Surplus, Estimated Re- 
cepits, etc., it would be an uneducated guess to do so. Your Finance Committee 
will, however, with the assistance of the Assessors, make an estimate of the fiscal 
year 1976 tax rate on the Town Meeting floor if the information becomes available. 


REVENUE SHARING 


The Town of Hopedale’s entitlement for fiscal year 1976 is $93,217 as 
compared to last year’s entitlement of $91,313. 


It is the recommendation of the Finance Committee, after a discussion with 
the Selectmen, that $92,550 be transferred to the Police Budget. (Article #23). 


ARTICLES 


Article #3 is the principal appropriations, covering the operating expenses 
of the town and other recurring items such as Bond retirement and interest. While 
all these items will be brought before the Town Meeting under one article, any one 
of them may be discussed or acted upon separately.

RESERVE FUND 


A fund established at the Annual Town Meeting by voters not to exceed 5% 
of the then current fiscal year for extraordinary or unforeseen expenditures and 
controlled exclusively by the Finance Committee. It can be established by: 


1. An appropriation. 
2. Transfer from Overlay Surplus. 


OVERLAY SURPLUS 


Accumulation of unused overlay funds not required for abatements.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The First National Bank of Boston, reporting in their 1975-76 Economic 
Outlook for New England, stated recently: “Over the past two years, state and 
local government spending and transfer payments grew significantly faster than 
revenue, turning the substantial surpluses of 1972 and 1973 into deficits begin- 
ning in late 1974. The rapid growth in new spending programs without viable 
internal management and control procedures worsened the revenue-expenditure 
imbalance in a number of states. Furthermore, Federal Government transfers to 
local governments were also restrained. Looking ahead, state and local govern- 
ments will show surpluses again in 1976, as economic recovery revives tax col- 
lections, but they will have to exert more farsighted control over spending to 
avoid a return to budget crises in future cyclical downturns.” 


This recommendation, coupled with potential decreases in 1977 of Federal 
Revenue Sharing and/or state local aid, argues strongly for improved manage- 
ment capacity on the part of town government. To prepare for these types of 
potential problems as well as to take full advantage of available Federal funds, 
your Selectmen have this year embarked on a program of strengthening local 
administration. 


Your Board of Selectmen held 26 regular meetings, 3 special meetings, 4 
executive sessions, and several administrative sessions during 1975. In the past year, 
the Board processed and issued 58 zoning permits, including 16 referred to the 
Zoning Board of Appeals for the requisite hearing. The Board renewed two 
licenses for package stores and one club license, plus 2 one-day beer and wine 
licenses for a total of $1,810.00. The amount of $299.25 was remitted to the Select- 
men by the Inspector of Wires, Albert J. Shimkus, as income from 33 wire in- 
spections in accordance with the schedule of fees. Under the provisions of Chap- 


ter 140, Sec. 157, M.G.L. one hearing was held on a dog complaint and appropriate 
action taken. 


This year the Board’s role in the Massachusetts Selectmen’s Association was 
most gratifying. Selectman Richard T. Moore, who last year served as First Vice 
President of the Association and Chairman of the Association’s Legislative Com- 
mittee, was elected President. The Association has expanded its role in an effort 
to increase state aid and to strengthen local home rule. During the year, Mr. Moore 
was appointed by Governor Dukakis to the Governor’s Local Government Advisory 
Committee. The committee includes seventeen mayors, selectmen, and managers 
from throughout the state to advise the Governor on various matters affecting local 
government. He was also appointed to the Special Committee on Intergovernmental 
Assistance, and a member of the National Small Cities Advisory Council. This 
Board is extremely proud to have one of its members serving in these vital positions. 
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The following is a list of the major accomplishments and activities of the 
Board of Selectmen during the year 1975: 


A grant of $122,274 was applied for and received from the Economic 
Development Administration under Title X for renovation of several 
town buildings. 


Approval was granted for the Town’s application for eligibility for 
H.U.D. Federal Flood Insurance. 


The Rockwell Sewage Treatment Plant was accepted by the town. 


The Town received ownership of the “Little Red Shop’? museum from 
Rockwell International. 


A bequest of a house on Adin Street was received and accepted from 
the late Madame Margaret Draper Boncompagni. 


Utilizing CETA workers, the interior of the Town Hall was renovated 
providing improved facilities and additional meeting space. 


Utilizing CETA help the general office was opened on Saturday 
mornings for the added convenience of residents. 


Under a work-study fund grant from the Massachusetts Internship 
Office, three local college students were employed on a variety of 
projects as summer interns. 


After an extensive search process, a new Police Chief was appointed. 
The administration of the Water Department was reorganized. 


A “Town Father’s Forum” was initiated to bring elected and appointed 
officials together for improved communication and municipal adminis- 
tration. 


With funds from the Federal Intergovernmental Personnel Act, the 
Mass. League of Cities and Towns conducted a Job Classification Study 
of Town employees. 


A Long Range Planning Conference was initiated to begin planning for 
the future of Hopedale and its government, which received the Annual 
Innovation Award from the League of Cities and Towns. 


Pre-application for H.U.D. Community Development Block Grant funds 
of approximately $85,500 was submitted.

An Affirmative Action plan to provide equal opportunity for all 
dealing with town government was approved. 


A talent Bank to increase citizen involvement on municipal boards 
and committees was implemented. 


A Selectmen’s Policy Handbook was compiled and published to aid 
residents and municipal officials in dealing with town government. 


A new comprehensive Zoning/Building Permit Application form 
was approved. 


A policy for regulation of yard sales was approved and implemented. 


A policy on delinquent Water Accounts was implemented which has 
improved the collection process and a review of the water rate 
structure was commenced. 


The CETA program, surplus property program, and summer internship pro- 
gram continue to be a major source of needed personnel and equipment at little 
or no cost to the Town. Major renovations to the interior of the Town Hall were 
completed through the combined efforts of the Board and CETA personnel. This 
summer, the Board utilized the services of three college students provided through 
the Massachusetts State Internship Office. Miss Debra Norling served as assistant 
to the Town Archivist and Bicentennial Committee, as well as researching the 
history of the “Little Red Shop.” Mrs. Jacqueline Walker and Mr. Robert Burke 
served under the direction of the Administrative Assistant on various research 
projects in all areas of town government. We commend all three students on their 
productive and successful internship. 


The Town’s First Annual Long Range Planning Conference was recognized 
by the receipt of the Kenneth E. Pickard Memorial Innovative Award presented 
by the Massachusetts League of Cities and Towns. This award recognizes a munici- 
pality which has developed a unique and innovative program increasing local gov- 
ernment effectiveness. The League also recognized our Administrative Assistant, 
Bernard J. Stock, by awarding him honorable mention as a 1975 Outstanding 
Municipal Employee of the Year. This year Mr. Stock was appointed by Governor 
Dukakis to serve on the Balance of State, Prime Sponsor Planning Council. The 
Massachusetts Selectmen’s Association awarded Angelo Rosati, Malquinn Drive, 
third prize in their Municipal Photography Contest. Mr. Rosati’s winning photo- 
graph will be used on the cover of this year’s Annual Town Report. 
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The Board of Selectmen wish to thank all of the Town departments and 
officers for the cooperation they have given the Board in 1975. We especially want 
to express our gratitude to all residents of Hopedale for their continued support 
and assistance. We welcome suggestions and comments from our fellow residents 
regarding the administration of the community in an effort to continue to improve 
our service to the townspeople.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN CLERK 


The office of the Town Clerk, with the assistance of clerical help provided 
by the CETA program has been able to render full time service to the people of 
Hopedale. In addition to being the recording agent for all vital statistics, keeper 
of Town records and issuer of various licenses, permits and copies of Town 
records, the Town Clerk’s office is the first place people call seeking information 
about all other facets of town government. An attempt is made in every instance 
to supply the required information or to refer the person to the proper Town 
Department. 


The duties of the Town Clerk are many and varied ranging from responsibil- 
ity for all elections and Town Meetings to filing Sub-Division Plans, Financing 
statements and Zoning decisions. The latest duty to be imposed upon Town Clerks 
by the legislature is the responsibility for Chapter 55 of the General Laws dealing 
with campaign financing on the local level. A very complicated and involved law 
carrying severe criminal penalties for those who violate it; including loss of voting 


rights. 


This year we took the state census and with aid of our excellent census 
workers were among the first in the state to forward our results to the Secretary 
of State on May 21. Our count was certified as correct after their audit. 


My records indicate that we are still in a negative growth rate with deaths 
exceeding births. I have included the figures of 1965 as a comparison to 1975 for 
those of you who may be interested in a ten year comparison.

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REPORT OF TOWN COUNSEL 


I submit my report to you as your appointed Town Counsel. There is one 
lawsuit pending against the Zoning Board of Appeals in the Worcester Superior 
Court which was entered this month. A prior Workman’s Compensation matter 
which was dismissed by the Industrial Accident Board has been revived by new 
Counsel and is now before the Board again. 


This year saw the conclusion of prolonged negotiations with Rockwell 
International on the transfer of their sewer system to the Town. On October 30, 
1975 I recorded the deed and agreements for operation and maintenance of the 
plant with the Registry of Deeds in Worcester. Thus ended three years of negotia- 
tions and meetings on which might be called Phase I. Phase II will involve the 
preparation of documents for the Federal and State Grants for construction of 
the new plant. Our recorded agreements provide that Rockwell will continue to 
pay all operating expenses of the present plant until the new one comes on line. 
At that time a prior cost agreement will be in force. It also provides that if for 
any reason we do not receive our Federal and State Grants and Rockwell’s con- 
tribution, the ownership of the plant will revert back to Rockwell International. 


I also concluded the matter of the transfer of the Adin Street property, 
the gift of William Franklin Draper, to the Town of Hopedale. This deed was 
also recorded in the Registry in Worcester. 


With the cooperation of Town Counsel Patrick Doherty of Milford, full 
payment of $473.75 was received from Milford for damage done to the doors 
at the Hopedale Fire Station by Milford Fire Department equipment. 


In addition to the foregoing I have rendered various opinions to the Select- 
men and other Town Boards upon request, both formal and informal, and prepared 
various documents as requested. 


I anticipate that with the disclosure that Rockwell International is preparing 
to sell its real estate consisting of approximately 52% of the Town Land Area 
(2.83 sq. miles out of 5.34 sq. miles) that this office will become very much in- 
volved with the Planning Board, Conservation Commission, and all others having 
to do with the sub-division of land and construction of buildings. It is my recom- 
mendation to the Town that the budgets of the Planning Board, Conservation 
Commission, and legal department be substantially increased in the next fiscal 
year to provide them with the expert assistance and information they will need 
to process applications coming before them in the next few years. The Town must 
take proper steps to insure its survival as a community in the face of what can 
only be termed a potential disaster if allowed to go unchecked.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that this TOWN MEETING hereby: 


1. Assures the Federal Insurance Administration that it will enact as necessary, and 
maintain in force for those areas having flood or mudslide hazards, adequate land 
use and control measures with effective enforcement provisions consistent with the 
Criteria set forth in Section 1910 of the National Flood Insurance Program Regula- 
tions; and 


2. Vests the BOARD OF SELECTMEN with the responsibility, authority, and 
means to: 


(a) Delineate or assist the Administrator, at his request, in delineating the 
limits of the areas having special flood and/or mudslide hazards on available local 
maps of sufficient scale to identify the location of building sites for further action 
by the TOWN MEETING. 


(b) Provide such information as the Administrator may request concerning 
present uses and occupancy of the flood plain. 


(c) Cooperate with Federal, State, and local agencies and private firms which 
undertake to study, survey, map, and identify flood plain or mudslide areas, and 
cooperate with neighboring communities with respect to management of adjoining 
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flood plain and/or mudslide areas in order to prevent aggravation of existing 
hazards. 


(d) Submit on the anniversary date of the community’s initial eligibility an 
annual report to the Administrator on the progress made during the past year with- 
in the community in the development and implementation of flood plain manage- 
ment measures. 


3. The Building Inspector shall, in accordance with the State Building Code, main- 
tain for public inspection and furnish upon request a record of elevations (in rela- 
tion to mean sea level) of the lowest floor (including basement) of all new or sub- 
stantially improved structures located in the special flood hazard areas. If the low- 
est floor is below grade on one or more sides, the elevation of the floor immediate- 
ly above must also be recorded. 


4. Agrees to take such official action as may be reasonably necessary to carry out 
the objectives of the program. (Selectmen) 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will vote to accept a sum or sums of

Howard at 7:30 P.M. in the Dennett Auditorium at the High School with 212 
voters present, constituting more than the required amount.

INTRODUCTION 


I hereby submit the Annual Report of the Veterans’ Services Department 
for the year ending December 31, 1975. 


The Veterans’ Services Department offers services to veterans, their widows, 
orphans, and dependents in preparation and presentation of claims for benefits 
under the various local, state and federal statute. 


Due to the economic conditions in the area, the year 1975 may be recorded 
as one of the worst years that our Department has been faced with. 


Fortunately, the federal and state government found it necessary to increase 
and extend unemployment compensation benefits to many of the unemployed 
workers in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. Although our Department had a 
substantial increase in the number of cases aided, we were fortunate for these ex- 
tended benefits. As many unemployed workers qualified for a maximum of sixty- 
five weeks of unemployment benefits. This fact alone reduced the total expendi- 
tures of the Veterans’ Services Department from October 1974 thru December 
Wee ey 


The Department of Veterans’ Services was again in the position of relieving 
our case load by placing a few qualified veterans into the Comprehensive Employ- 
ment and Training Act (C.E.T.A.) program. 


As reported last year, the economic conditions, although bleak last year, 
show no signs of improving for the year 1976. And with the Unemployment Com- 
pensation extension benefits now exhausted, it can be anticipated that a substan- 
tial increase in the total Veterans’ Benefits will be expected. 


ACKNOWLEDGEMENT 


The Veterans’ Services Department cannot fulfill its purposes without the 
assistance of various agencies and people who have direct or indirect dealings with 
our veterans and their dependents. Therefore, I take this opportunity to thank the

REPORT OF THE WATER COMMISSIONERS

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REPORT OF THE WATER DEPARTMENT ADMINISTRATOR 


The year 1975 brought many changes to the Water Department. The most 
notable of these were the retirement of Superintendent George K. Allen and the 
reorganization of the department. Superintendent Allen served this community 
as a dedicated public servant for many years, lending his knowledge, background 
and genuine interest to effective management of this department. Recently the 
wells at both pumping stations were washed. Thirty-one wells were checked with 
thirty requiring wash treatment. The combined yield of the thirty wells after 
washing was 936 gallons per minute (GPM) compared to a yield of 508 (GPM) 
before washing. This improvement would indicate that the washing is a most bene- 
ficial means of corrective maintenance resulting in both increased productivity and 
improved quality. In addition to washing, the valves in two wells were repaired 
along with rating and washing of the two observation wells at the Greene Street 
Station. 


The Water Commissioners passed a delinquent water bill policy in 1975 
which has improved the collection on customer accounts. The Water Billing Sys- 
tem, which is set up by reading routes, entails the billing of major industrial 
accounts on a monthly basis. Residential accounts are divided into thirds, one 
third to be billed the first month of the quarter, one third the second month, and 
one third the last month, thereby providing the quarterly billing for residential 
users. When customers are found to have two or more water bills (6 months) in 
arrears they become delinquent in their account and are notified by registered 
mail that service will be terminated ten days after a public hearing if arrangements 
have not been made to pay on the account. The full text of this policy can be 
found in Section 3 of the Selectmen’s Policy and Practice Handbook. 


Studies are presently being conducted for a review of the present rate 
structure and a meter replacement program. A report on both of these areas will 
be presented to the Commissioners before the budgets for the next fiscal year are 
finalized. 


Overall, consumption statistics declined in 1975. Much of this is attributed 
to the decrease in the operation of Rockwell International. However, this does not 
mean that adequate yields of water will be achieved. Assuming the present con- 
sumption trend continues it may cause a marginal decrease in purchases from the 
Milford Water Company. It is important that we recognize that a decrease in con- 
sumption also results in a decrease in water revenue. 


The Water Commissioners and the Administrator met this year with Leo 
Peters of Weston & Sampson, the Town’s consulting engineer, for an update on 
the feasibility study being conducted that would provide additional water supply 
by utilizing the surface water at the Hopedale Pond. It was pointed out at this 
meeting that the Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) had revised their 
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standards and that implementing the present plan would be financially impossible. 
The Commissioners contacted Senators Kennedy and Brooke, and Congressman 
Early, along with EPA officials, to urge reconsideration of these standards. These 
efforts proved positive when the requirements were revised, allowing the study to 
move forward. 


I am most grateful to George Allen for his assistance prior to retirement, and 
the continued support of Edward Graveson and Robert Mallard who share the 
enormous task of maintaining the system. The department is particularly grateful 
for the continued clerical assistance of the General Office Staff and in particular 
Mrs. Barbara Adams. 


We look forward to the continued support and cooperation of all depart- 
ments and residents as we begin the year 1976.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SEWER COMMISSIONERS 


Title to the sewer plant was transferred this year by Rockwell International 
to the Town of Hopedale with the deed being recorded on November 30, 1975. 


The Board of Sewer Commissioners has conducted several meetings through 
the year with Frank and Allen Morgenroth of the firm of Morgenroth Associates, 
consulting engineers for the Town of Hopedale. 


A lengthy meeting was conducted with the Morgenroths in November at 
which time the discharge permit required by the State Division of EPA was dis- 
cussed, along with requirements of an automatic sampler and the bench scale 
study. 


The bench study was started in mid-December and samples are being taken 
to Amherst twice weekly at the expense of Rockwell International. The study is 
expected to take three months for completion. 


During the past year, Rockwell International purchased a considerable 
amount of laboratory equipment, bringing the plant’s laboratory close to State 
requirements for such a facility at this time. 


Communications received from the State’s Water Pollution Control Division 
have been received on a number of occasions stating the fact that the services of a 
second Grade III plant operator are needed and must be acquired. 
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The Board has been in constant contact with officials at Rockwell Inter- 
national regarding this matter and at the present time it appears that this regu- 
lation will be complied with by the first of the year. 


A break in the line servicing Mendon Street residents was experienced this 
year. Repairs were required and because of the expense, which was not anticipated 
when the budget for the Board of Sewer Commissioners was recommended to the 
Town Meeting by the Finance Committee, it was necessary to seek a transfer of 
funds on October 30, 1975 in the amount of $1,383.00. 


In conjunction with an agreement between the Town of Hopedale and the 
Town of Milford for the tie-in of homes on Villa Drive to the Milford system, and 
in return, the tie-in of homes on DeLuca Drive in Milford to the Hopedale system, 
state permission was received to complete the agreement. 


There are thirty homes in the DeLuca Road area to be tied into the Hope- 
dale system. 


Residents who experience problems with the sewer system are now advised 
to call 478-5340 between the hours of 7:00 a.m. and 3:30 p.m. The emergency 
number to be called after these hours is 473-3766.

The following is the first annual report of the Building Commission for the 
twelve month period from January 1, 1975 to December 31, 1975. 


On January 1, 1975, the State Building Code for the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts went into effect. Basically, the code is a major step forward in the 
formulation of a building regulatory system, which will have an impact on both 
the private and public sectors. 


More significantly, this system places the state on record as a proponent of 
technological change in an industry whose impact is both profound and pervasive 
on every citizen of the Commonwealth. Through the implementation of this sys- 
tem, the State and Town will fulfill a most important obligation — that of pro- 
moting an improved quality of life in the most cost-efficient manner possible. 


We immediately recognized that local citizens required assistance to con- 
form to these new regulations. Regular monthly office hours were established to 
afford the general public a convenient access to local officials responsible for 
implementing these regulations. We also recognize that the administration of this 
commission will require additional time, especially in view of the ever-changing 
regulations. 


The schedule of fees for construction is available in the commissioner’s 
office.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF ROAD COMMISSIONERS 


A sizeable portion of Freedom Street was reconstructed during 1975, with 
highway department employees working under force account in conjunction with 
Chapter 90 funds. 


The portion completed was widened, leveled and resurfaced. A considerable 
amount of blasting for ledge removal was required and new drains and grates were 
installed and problem areas corrected prior to the resurfacing. 


Merwin L. Noyes served as chairman for 1975 with Benjamin F. Phillips as 
clerk, and Nicholas J. Pannichelli as the third board member. John Johnson was 
reappointed highway department foreman. Virginia R. Cyr was re-named secretary 
to the board. 


During the year, several serious drainage problems were corrected, necessi- 
tating new pipe installations. A number of damaged sidewalks were also repaired. 


Some sidewalks originally scheduled for reconstruction did not get com- 
pleted, as it was discovered after meetings with the Finance Committee and 
agreement on a budget figure, that the sum of $13,000 was deducted from the 
account for this work by the Finance Committee. 


The explanation to the deletion of this money was that it was deducted in 
anticipation of receipt of state monies. 


The highway department cooperated with the Bicentennial Commission by 
blocking roads during the parade and subsequent field day events at Town Park 
on July 4th. 


An antique scraper, formerly used by the highway department was taken 
from storage, painted red, white and blue, and entered in the parade. Road 
stripings along the parade route were painted red, white and blue to add to the 
theme of the observance. 


The Board wishes to acknowledge with gratitude the time and effort given 
by Mr. and Mrs. Robert Hammond in caring for the plants arranged in pieces of 
pipe at the island at the Mendon and Adin Street area during the spring and sum- 
mer months. 


Late in the summer, the Board cooperated with the School Department, at 
the request of School Superintendent Donald Hayes and CETA workers in the 
construction of a sidewalk at the high school. 


The Board regrets to state that residents of the town continue to rake leaves 
into gutters, despite repeated requests by the Board to refrain from this practice. 
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Prime offenders this past fall appeared to be residents of Dutcher, Daniels, 
Adin and South Main Streets. The Board insists that this practice must cease. 
Leaves are to be raked only to the property line from where they will be picked 
up by department employees. 


Leaves raked into gutters cause clogging of drains and flooding of roads 
when rains occur, resulting in inconvenience to all residents, and extra expense 
in overtime wages to employees correcting the problem. 


Those refusing to comply with the Board’s request cause themselves and 
the taxpayers of the town additional costs.

During the year, the Bancroft Memorial Library has continued to serve the 
public as efficiently as possible. Again this year we are able to report an increase 
in our circulation. 


There were 198 new borrowers registered during the year, 95 in the chil- 
dren’s room, 94 in the adult section and 9 at the Branch.

We are now getting large print books from the Bookmobile, which 
visits us about every 6 weeks, for the residents at the two Rest Homes in Hopedale. 
Films are also available upon request. We also have a small supply of records sup- 
plemented by those borrowed from the Bookmobile. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Thayer is the Librarian at the Branch which is in her home at 
25 Warfield Street. This is run for the convenience of the residents in the South 
end of town.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


The size and composition of the Hopedale School Committee remained the 
same during 1975 with the re-election of Dr. William Fitzgerald in the March 
elections. The activity pattern of the School Committee was normal during 1975, 
with 11 regular meetings and 5 special meetings called for the conduct of school 
business. Dr. Fitzgerald served as the Chairman of the School Committee from 
January through the March election, and the gavel was then passed to Mr. Vincent 
Rubeo who presided for the balance of the year. 


Members of the School Committee continued active participation in School 
Committee activities, both locally and State-wide with attendance at both Area IV 
and State Meetings of the Massachusetts Association of School Committees. In 
addition, the Committee in its entirety attended the Annual Meeting of the Black- 
stone Valley Special Needs Collaborative and two members attended the National 
Association of School Boards Meeting held in Miami, Florida. 


Local reactions to actions by the legislature in Boston continued to occupy 
the attention of the School Committee during 1975, particularly the impact of 
Chapter 766, the Special Education Law; Chapter 622, the Equal Opportunity 
Law; regulations received on the student records laws; and Chapter 303 of 1975, 
amendments to the Open Meeting Law. While the impact of each of these differs, 
in general, two broad implications can be drawn; that the cost to the local tax- 
payer will be greater as a result of these program mandates, and the complexity of 
the total school operation will be increased. 
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Nineteen seventy-five saw the retirement of Mrs. Allegrine Guez Reid, fol- 
lowing thirty-five years of dedicated service as music teacher. Mrs. Reid was ap- 
propriately honored at a testimonial dinner by her colleagues, friends, family and 
former students and received many expressions of appreciation for her dedication 
to the teaching profession and best wishes for many years of happy, healthy re- 
tirement. 


Two instructional positions were added this year, one special education 
position at the Junior-Senior High School, and a Graphic Arts instruction position 
also at the high school, as well as increases in the amount of time allocated to 
speech and hearing therapy and Home Economics instruction. a Reduction in 
student enrollments caused a reduction in the elementary staff by one-half a 
teacher at the kindergarten level. Other personnel actions taken by the Committee 
during the year included the abolition of the position of Guidance Director and a 
creation of the position of Athletic Director, as part of a general reorganization 
and realignment of responsibilities. Three student teachers were part of the total 
staff during 1975. 


Although 1975 was a difficult year economically, and one which saw efforts 
in every department to hold the spending line, there are several positive steps in 
program direction during the year. In the spring a major curriculum review effort 
was initiated utilizing the entire professional staff and a selected number of release 
time dates. This review is aimed at identifying major, specific program objectives 
in each of our program areas, and increasing our efficiency toward the accomplish- 
ment of those objectives across the entire K—12 instructional spectrum. One result 
of this activity will be an increased accountability to the local citizens by its 
schools. With an eye toward special education and pupil personnel services in 
general, the guidance department at the Junior-Senior High School was reorganized 
this year to increase the service contact with students and to remove some of the 
administrative burden. 


A career education program was initiated in the Junior High School this year, 
aimed at introducing all students in grades 7 and 8 to career opportunities. This 
program is the first step in the development of a program of career and occupation- 
al education in Hopedale High School, which will operate under continuous review 
and evaluation during the coming years. 


Federal grant assistance received under Title I and Title II of ESEA and Title 
Ill of NDEA totaled $29,092, and the School Department will share in the benefits 
of the $150,000 Title X project received by the Board of Selectmen. Staff negotia- 
tions proceeded smoothly through a rather protracted period, and resulted in a two 
year contract between the Hopedale School Committee and the Hopedale Teachers’ 
Association. Nineteen seventy-five also saw outstanding performances by both group 
and individual members of the student body, in civic, extracurricular, music and 
athletic activities.

The composition of the student body at the Junior-Senior High School was 
enhanced again this year by the addition of two foreign exchange students. Miss 
Trine Hanson, resident of Copenhagen, Denmark, and Miss Asa Lilljeqvist, a resi- 
dent of Stockholm, Sweden, were both in attendance at Hopedale High School for 
a full year. During their stay in Hopedale, both students were guests of the family 
of Mr. & Mrs. James Tracy of Daniels Street. 


Following an evaluation of the first year of the program, the School Commit- 
tee concluded that there were distinct advantages both economically and service 
related to continuing under a contracted relationship for student transportation 
services. Following the issuing of bids, the Committee awarded a three-year con- 
tract for the maintenance and operation of the school buses. 


A cooperative program with the Milford Public Schools which was initiated 
in 1974 was again continued in both special education and occupational education 
areas. During the course of the year, a total of some 70 students benefited from 
this cooperative arrangement. Discussions are presently taking place with other 
communities in the Blackstone Valley and in the Collaborative seeking ways of 
increasing student opportunities through cooperative programming. 


In summary, despite some of the legislative and economic problems that 
confronted the School Committee and the school administration in 1975, we 
close the year with feelings of accomplishment in those activities which have been 
completed and feelings of anticipation toward those activities which have been 
initiated and with which we will be carrying forward in 1976. The broad support 
of the people of Hopedale has made it possible to maintain the quality of our 
existing program and still begin to move into new areas of challenge with confi- 
dence. We shall continue to respond by providing a quality educational program 
that is worthy of that support.

REPORT OF THE HOPEDALE MEMBER 
OF THE 
WORCESTER COUNTY ADVISORY BOARD 


for the Year Ended December 31, 1975 


In accordance with Chapter 1166 of the Acts of 1973 and amended by 
Chapter 179 of the Acts of 1974, M.G.L., the Chairman of the Board of Select- 
men designated Selectman Richard T. Moore to represent Hopedale on this 
Board which serves as a budget review agency for the County. Since the county 
budgets are financed through assessments on the cities and towns of each county 
and, thereby, funded by the property tax, local oversight of the county budget- 
ing process can increase local understanding of county finances and may help to 
hold the line on property tax increases. 


Several meetings were held with the County Commissioners to review the 
proposed Worcester County Budget for Fiscal Year 1976. It was the unanimous 
opinion of the Advisory Board that the Commissioners and various departments 
had produced a tight budget and the Advisory Board supported the budget as 
submitted by the Commissioners. 


During August, the Worcester Telegram released a study of administrative 
problems in county government. These were reviewed with the Commissioners 
and corrective action was taken. 


Your delegate from Hopedale serves as the Chairman of the Advisory 
Board. This position also includes participation on the Board’s Budget Commit- 
tee meeting with the county departments to review budget requests.

REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 
STUDY COMMITTEE 


At this year’s Annual Town Meeting our committee reported that every 
effort would be made to complete the study and report our findings to the 
voters at the 1976 Town Meeting. 


During the past year we formulated a questionnaire to assist in the collec- 
tion of pertinent data from towns presently operating a department of public 
works. While each town was found to have some variations to establishment and 
structure, the information did provide a comparative overview for the committee. 
Those towns similar in population, road mileage, equipment, operating budget 
and personnel were contacted for a meeting between their commission and our 
committee. To date, we have found these meetings to be of immense value. 


We are continuing to establish similar meetings with larger departments to 
view their operations and structure. It is our hope that collectively all these 
towns will provide the necessary pros and cons to permit a total evaluation and 
subsequent correlation. 


This committee is most appreciative to the Town’s summer intern, Robert 
Burke, for collecting and condensing the data from our questionnaire. We are 
also grateful to the Board of Selectmen for allowing us the use of clerical assist- 
ance during the past year.

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REPORT OF THE CENTRAL MASSACHUSETTS 
REGIONAL PLANNING COMMISSION 


1975 was a year during which the Central Massachusetts Regional Planning 
Commission expanded its activities and its programs in a very substantial.manner. 
Biggest of these changes was the commencement in June of a two-year waste- 
water management program for 27 of the 40 communities in Central Massachu- 
setts. This program is examining a multitude of water-related topics leading to 
the development of an attainable waste treatment management plan. 


To coordinate the rapid growth of CMRPC activities and increase in the 
technical staff, new Commission By-Laws and Personnel Regulations were adopt- 
ed, and even more important the CMRPC formed a 13 member Executive Com- 
mittee. Seven of the staff received title changes and revised assignments. An 
additional office was rented. However, the basic assessment rate for the member 
municipalities remained the same for the 1975-76 fiscal year at 13 cents per 
capita. 


At the same time the Commission continued its other activities and added 
at least one significant one. The local technical assistance program provided pro- 
fessional planning advice to some 14 municipalities, including Westboro, Webster, 
Millville, and West Boylston. There were three types of transportation planning 
related programs underway. The “3C” transportation planning project primarily 
dealing with highways with the Department of Public Works was completed, 
while a mass transit planning program with the Urban Mass. Transportation 
Administration was undertaken throughout the year. At the same time the Com- 
mission’s technical staff continued to provide transit planning consultation to 
the Worcester Regional Transit Authority. Regional transportation project 
priorities and a schematic transportation plan were adopted. Unfortunately, 
commencing in April a dispute arose with the Executive Office of Transportation 
and Construction over the designation of a metropolitan transportation planning 
organization (MPO) for this region which was proposed to be made up of at least 
half state agencies, and this disagreement was threatening transportation related 
funding for all types of activities by the end of the year. 


Lastly, but also importantly, the CMRPC continued its joint support of 
the Overall Economic Development Program Committee with the Worcester 
Area Chamber of Commerce and Central Massachusetts Office of Planning and 
Community Development. 
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In addition, the Commission began a series of economic development 
studies of the metropolitan area as the result of a “pass through” from the 


City of Worcester.
